'Gen. W ejler’s Chief of Staff Say* No 
Mine W as Exploded—Commander-

Havana, Nov.’ 28.—The chief of staff 
here was informed of a dispatch re­ 
ceived in New York from Jacksonville, 
Fla., stating that Gen. Weyler, during 
the recent campaign in Pinar del Rio 
lost 700 men killed and 1,600 wounded 
by the explosion of an insurgent mine, 
and that 2,000 men of the Spanish force 
were killed and 4,000 wounded during 
the two days’ fighting in the Rub! hills. 
The chief of staff distinctly stated that 
there was no truth in the statements 
made; that no mines were exploded by 
the insurgents; that there had not 
been two days’ fighting.

Lamont in a Pacific Mood. 
New York, Nov. 28.—Secretary of 
War Lamont called attention to a re­ 
port that the national guard in all the 
states had been notified by the war de­ 
partment to make all necessary prepa­ 
rations for war.

J THE REVIEW OF TRADE BY DUNN 


Ta* Rtftvftl of Basinet* Is General The 
Beport Says.' 


New York, Nov. 28.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“When the rush of orders slackened 
many began to think that business was 
dwindling. The subsidence of deferred 
orders is not a decrease of business. 
The reports from all parts of the coun­ 
try show clearly an enlargement of 
trade, not at all points in the same 
branches, but everywhere helped by a 
more confident feeling. 
Wheat has risen over 6 cents for 
the week, without material change in 
foreign advices, which have been on 
the whole less stimulating. 
Western 
receipts are falling behind last year’s, 
and for four weeks past have been 
only 19,012,584 bushels, against 27,902,- 
512 last year, while the exports, flour 
included, have been 6,270,981 bushels 
in the same week, against 6,265,018 last 
year, and are not large enough to 
create excitement 
But thirteen car­ 
goes have left Tacoma in November, 
and thirty have left San 
Francisco, 
with twelve more loading and forty en­ 
gaged. 
“At four western cities the output of 
flour in five weeks has been 2,655,415 
barrels, against 2,613,300 barrels in the 
same week last year. 
Corn has sym­ 
pathized with wheat only a little, and 
is coming freely. 
“Cotton has gained only a sixteenth, 
after its marked decline, and the toler­ 
ably heavy movement puts the specu­ 
lators for an advance in constant dif­ 
ficulties, and yet there is all the time 
to remember the fact that the crop was 
nearly one month earlier than usual

DEFICIT IN IOWA’S TREASURY. 


Half a Million .Dollars in Warrants Un­ 
paid for Lack of Funds. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Nov. 28.—The state 
of Iowa has about $450,000 in warrants 
outstanding. They are stamped “Not 
paid for lack of funds.” The state 
treasury is empty, and there is no 
money with which to pay them. A big 
deficit is staring the people of the state 
in the face. In a month over $500,000 
will be out, and the state will be over 
$500,000 in debt, with the expense of a 
long extra session to look forward to. 
Iowa has no bonded indebtedness, and 
the fact of this deficit is not known 
generally. 
Auditor McCarthy is' pre­ 
paring a statement of the exact condi­ 
tion of the treasury, which will be 
given out next week. The coming ses­ 
sion of the legislature cannot relieve 
the present stress. The levy was made 
by the last general assembly for two 
years, and this general assembly has 
no power to change it. As all the 
money that can be raised for two 
years to come must arise from the 
levy, there is nothing that the extra 
session can do.

Rexford 
to Be Fully Authorized to Carry 
Out The Fifth Paragrspb of The 
Will. 
ARD Witham a bequest of 
$5,000 for the indigent chil 
dren of Rock county, is sus­ 
tained. 
A certified copy of 
the supreme court’e opinion in the ease 
as received by Sutherland A Nolan 
today. 
It sustains the will in every 
respect. 
The case bas been in court nearly 
eight years. 
Ward Witham died Jan. 
22, 1888. 
The surviving heirs were 
three sons and two children of a de­ 
ceased daughter. 
The estate was esti­ 
mated at $22,000. and the executors 
named in the will were N. N. Jack­ 
man and Mark Ripley. N. N. Jackman 
refused to qualify, hut Mr. Ripley 
qualified and served until February 2, 
1892, when he resigned and John G. 
Rexford was appointed trustee nuder 
the will. 
The attack on the will was begun 
by one of the grandchildren. 
The 
paragraph to which objection was 
made was the 5th, which read as fol­ 
lows: 
I Rive, devise and bequeath, to my executors 
the sum of five thousand dollars, in trust never­ 
theless for the following uses snd imposes; 
said sum is by my said executors to be invested 
n some good interest bearing securities, and 
the net yearly income thereof, shall be used and 
applied by my said executors to the support, 
maintenance and education, or aiding In the 
support, maintenance and education of such in­ 
digent orphan children under toe age of four­ 
teen years, in the said county of Rock and

Wisconsin, as in 
the 
judgment 
of my said executors may be most needy 
and detervlng: said income of said five thousand 
dollars lo be so used and applied as above, until 
the year nineteen hundred, and then the said 
sum of five thousand dollars is to be given to 
such indigent, orphan children in Rock county, 
Wisconsin, as my executors shall thluk most 
needy and deserving.

Gen­ 
tlemen: In presenting my report as visiting 
physician for the year ending Sept. 30, 1896, I 
nave a larger number of deaths to report by 
tight, than in the pre ©ding year. And also a 
much 11rger am.runt of acute general sickness. 
The sickness was about as usual, except during 
the Ilion bs of July, August and September, 
when we had a large number of cases of dysen­ 
tery, with five deaths due directly to this cause. 
In looking about for the reason of this, we are 
unable to find any caus#, unless it be due to Hie 
fact that the fires were not running, on hcco’ ut 
of changes being made in the boilers, from the 
middle of July until sometime in september. 
The trouble s’opped soon after the fans were 
set to work. There were fourteen deaths among 
the insane and nine deaths inongthe depend­ 
ents. as will be seen b* the following tables:
